men. 
Today it houses 45,000, and a

The station is one vast school, with 


a large number of technical courses, 
varied with a lot of outdoor drill and 
physical exercise, and with more per- 
sonal attention 
paid 
individual stu- 


dents than is the case at many col- 
leges. 


A man who goes in the navy so 


into a particular branch, and his edi 
cation for that work begins '3.1 once.

Great Lakes each man carries an iden 
tiflcation card.

Great Takes' it is the healthiest kind 
of mixture of work and play. 


The men live 48 to a barracks, 24 in 


each end. The barracks is divided into 
sleeping quarters, living quarters and 
scullery. 
Four men are detailed each 


day to do mess detail—kitchen work: 


I had a midday meal in barracks—a 


big plate of roast beef, baked potatoes, 
kidney beans, gravy, bread and .coffee. 
There are two meals like that, and a 
lighter breakfast. 
At one meal there 


is dessert also, and usually fruit in 
addition. The refrigerating plants car- 
ry a week's supply of meat. I carried 
out my own mess kit, dumped the leav- 
ings into the garbake tin and piled up 
the "mess year"—not. "dishes—in the 
pans for the mess detail to wash. 


The rules require all mess gear to 


be boiled for 20 minutes.

as he likes twice a week for 13 cents 
This includes anything he wears bu 
bis blue'cloth suit, and that he can 
Set cleaned and pressed for" 20 cents 
And the laundries make money at tha*.

Story of Life in Hun Prison 


as 
Told 
by 
Escaped 


Russian 
Prisoner 


The following story of life in a 


German prison camp is furnished by 
the Copenhagen correspondent o£ the 
Jewish Daily Warholi. 
Tlje author 


is a Jewish Russian student, who 
livefl through the conditions which 
he describes. 
He ' is at present in 


Denruark: 


For three and one-half years I was 


a. prisoner in a German prison camp. 
At the end of that time 3 was for- 
tunate enough to escape. 
Although 


I am a .Russian, the peace of Brest- 
LHovsk did not give me my freedom. 
Like the enemy subjects who were in 
the- same camp, I had to wait my 
chance to make a perilous dash for 
liberty. 


Although much has already been 


written in the press of all countries 
about the treatment of war prison- 
ers in Germany, nevertheless 1 bs- 
lieve that 
have had experiences 


which are, to a certain extent, unique 
and worth relating. 
The camp in 


which I was confined is Camp Holz- 
minden, on the Weser. 
At this place 


n great number of civilians who -have 
in no way participated in the war 
are held captive. 
It is not a oamp 


for military prisoners; it is a camp 
for enemy civilians. 


The regime 
at 
Holzminden 
was 


fairly mild until 
the 
beginning of 


1917. 
But when Haehnisch, a barbar- 


ous old despot, was nnmed general of 
the 10th army corps, to which dis- 
trict Hoizminden 
belongs, the camp 


conditions were utterly changed 
at 


once. 
In the place of the former 


commanding officer, General Pflugradt,. 
who had treated the prisoners with 
decency and a certain 
amount of 


consideration. Colonel Gailus was ap- 
pointed. a Half crazy individual, with 
years of experience as a prison di- 
rector. 
With the help of a group of 


his underlings, mare 
ruthless than 


himself, the colonel very soon suc- 
ceeded in establishing a Germar. pris- 


orously punished. 


able.

quired to break up and haul stone, 
build roads, and work in the fields, j 
The road building was at a distance | 
of from five to six kilometers froru 
the camp.

part students, engineers, merchants, j 
ami" so on. who were 
unusued 
to 


physical labor of this sort, .the tasks 
were particularly onerous. 
Further- 


more, the- guards wore instructed to 
keep nagging at the prisoners con- 
stantly, to make them work faster. 


Tho manner of 
these 
guards 
is 


quite indescribable. 
They received 


from 
the 
colonel himself orders of 


the most outr-agcous sort. 
To speed 


the work of the prisoners, they were 
told to strike them with their fists 
and with clubs. 
At the most trivial 


olt'ense they were instructed to shoot. 
If a guard was so rash as to be 
friendly with one of the captives, lie 
was severely punished. 
To make the 


guards more zealous In their work, 
Colonel Gailus informed them that all 
of the civilians incarcerated at Holz- 
minden were pirates and criminals,, 
deserving of the most violent treat- 
ment. 
The result is inevitable. There 


were almost daily cases of physical 
mistreatment while I was at Holz- 
minden. 
Some of tho poor fellows 


were so badly handled that they had 
to he taken to the hospital. 
A Dreary Day 


The day's program was a dreary 


one. 
AL 4.30 we were awakened; 


that is, at 4.30 by German summer 
time, which is in reality at 3.30. 
At 


5 we went to work. 
Often we could 


not return to the barracks at noon 
because we were working in a place 
several kilometers from the camp, and 
we were obliged to remain out-of- 
doors in the wet and the rain until 
7.30 
in the evening. 
At 9 p. m., 


when it was still light, we were 
locked up in the barracks. 
We had 


not sufficient time for sleep, rest, or 
even for meals.

"to meet the Germans in 1'iiH force and drive them back. 


When the methods by which Germany won her victory nre analyzed 


they do not indicate any scientific generalship. 
The chief feature of 


German warfare consisted of well prepared drives by immense bodies 


-. of soldiers in solid formation. 
By this me:;ns they exposed their army 


'.to great slaughter and thus in evury drive, in spite of their advance nnd 


• acquisition of new territory, their losses were enormous. 
Thus their mun 


power was wasted while that of the Allies was conserved and husbanded 


. with great care. 
Whenever it appeared that ground could not be held 


except at U'O great a cost iu human life, the Allied commanders gave
